ROBLIN, LONG 
LEADER IN 
MANITOBA, DIES 


Once Liberal, He Crossed 
Floor and Became Con- 


servative Premier 


WINNIPEG, Feb. 17.—Sir Rod- 
mond Pelan Roblin, who for 15 
years headed a Conservative gov- 
ernment in Manitoba, died sud- 
Genly last night of a heart ail- 
ment, in Hot Springs, Ark., where 
he had been vacationing. He eb- 
served his 84th birthday Monday. 

Born in Sophiasburg, Prince Ed- 


ward county, Ont., he was attracted | 


to the pioneer west at the age of 27, 
and settled on a farm st Carman, 
Man., in 1880. 


BECAME LEADER 

He was elected to the Manitoba 
legislature in Dufferin riding as a 
Liberal in 1889, but five months 
later, dissatisfied with the railway 
and trade policy of the Liberal gov- 
ernment of Premier Thomas Green- 
way, he crossed the floor to the 
Conservative opposition. The same 
year he was elected Conservative 
party leader. 

He retired from this office after 
10 years and was succeeded by Hon. 
Hugh John Macdonald, son of a 
former Canadian prime minister 
who became premier in 1899. When 
Macdonald resigned to enter the 
federal field in 1900, Mr. Roblin was 
named premier. 

In 1912 he was created Knight 
Commander of the Order of St 
Michael and St. George. 


FACED CHARGES

The Bank of Canada’s report on 
Manitoba is now in the hands of 
the government. It expresses the 
view that Manitoba has imposed

ANTWERP, Belgium, Feb. 17.— 
Augur, well-known British writer of 
|foreign affairs, today alleged in a 
|dispatch to the Catholic paper 
|Metropole that a sinister Spani h 
“Ogpu” organized by the Commun- 
ist Internationale, was responsible 
for the serial bombardment of the 
British and French embassies in 
| Madrid and two British destroyers 
| off the south coast last week. 

Jacques De Borchgrave, the Bel- 
gian embassy attache whose 
death threatened complications 
for a time between Brussels and 
the Valencia government, was put 
out of the way by this secret band 
because he knew too much about 
it, Augur asserted. The bogus 
acrial bombardments were staged 
| to embroil these powers with the 
| insurgents, Augur charged. 

This “special section” of the Ogpu 
is headed by a French communist 
named Marcelin, wrote Augur. Its 
purpose is to keep close tab on 
Spanish militia chiefs and politi- 
cians whom it does not hesitate to 
|remove from the scene when it 
| deems it wise to do so, according to 
Augur. 

The second aim is to sow discord 
!among the enemies of the Spanish 
republic, which accounts for the per- 
petration of the aerial bombard- 
ments, the writer charged. 


|Franco Thrusts Aside 
'Crumbling Remnants 


GRANADA, Spain, Feb. 17—Gen- 
eral Franco's insurgents thrust 
aside the remnants of a crumbled 
(government opposition in southern 
Spain today and pushed steadily to- 
ward Vatencia, 

Bolstered at the rear by insur- 
gent-held Malaga on the southern 
Mediterranean coast, the Fascist 
army advanced to new positions on 
| the Motril front. 

This front extends northward 
from east of Motril, on the coast 
about 50 miles from Malaga, to 
beyond the snow-covered Sierra 
Nevada mountains about Gran- 
ada. But it was a one-sided front. 
Fascist cavalrymen encountered 
only small groups of Socialist op- 
position as they cleaned up 
mountain gorges. 

Motril columns drove through the 
}mountain villages of Los Tablones 
and La Gernatilla where, said an 
| official communique, a score of 
| government troops were killed in a 
skirmish.

IN THE SAME “BOAT” 
Governor Towers of the Bank of Canada, 
having investigated the position of Manitoba 


reports: “It seems to be the case that revenues 
are not adequate or not sufficiently elastic to 
enable the province to bear the burdens which 
modern practices of government and the force 
of depression have placed upon it.” 

In plain language, Manitoba cannot continue 


to pay high interest charges plus high relief 
costs. Saskatchewan, the report intimates, is in 
the same situation. 

A correspondent of an eastern paper, 


writing from Regina, says there are three pos- 
sible “outs” for those two provinces. 

The Dominion might give them special finan- 
cial assistance until better crops and better 
times restore the taxpaying power of their 
people. 

Their bond-interest rates might be reduced 
by agreement with the bond-holders in the 
amount of 2 per cent, leaving Manitoba to pay 
2'2 per cent and Saskatchewan 3 per cent. 

The third alternative is for the province to 
default, as Alberta has om 4 done. 

The three prairie provinces are thus shown 
—with the supporting opinion of the Bank of 
Canada—to be in the same “boat.” None of them 
can carry on in its own strength. Unless the 
Dominion comes to the rescue, or the bond- 
holders voluntarily agree to cut interest rates, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba will follow Alberta 
into default; with lawsuits, disorganized finance 
and shattered credit in prospect. 

On this showing Alberta did no more than 
to “see it coming” and go into default without 
trying for the other alternatives as persistently 
as the other two provinces have done. It is to 
be supposed if the Dominion or the bond-holders 
come to the rescue of Manit@ba and Saskatche- 
wan they will offer relief to Alberta on the same

Causes Of Cramps 


By DOCTOR FRANK MceCOY 
A cramp refers to a painful contraction of 
one or more muscles, occurring suddenly and 
involuntarily. The popular way of describing 
one of these cramping pains is to call it a “draw- 
ing” pain. When a cramp is severe, the pain 
has a peculiar knife-like character and the pati- 
: ent feels this sudden, hot stab 
of pain, which comes on with 

surprising quickness. 

Many people suffer from 
occasional painful spasmodic 
cramps, usually located either 
in the legs or abdomen, due 
to the presence of a toxic ir- 
: ritant, or to poor circulation. 
oa’ ‘ Or, such cramps may be oc- 
Dr. F. McCoy cupational in nature being due 
to the nature of the patient's work which calls 
into play a limited group of muscles and induces 
an exceptional strain upon the nerves. 

The occupational cramp produces a paralysis 
of certain muscles because of excessive use and 
is usually used with a qualifying word, as 
“Writer's” cramp or “Telegrapher’s” cramp. 
Those who have a tendency to develop 
cramping pains at frequent intervals shuuld 
realize that there is always a predisposing auto- 
intoxication present which is made worse by 
fatigue poisons, Usually there is also present 
more or less of a nervous tendency. The patient 
can often be helped by the observance of the 
simple rules of right living. Plenty of fresh air, 
plenty of sleep, simple foods, and out-door exer- 
cise are all beneficial. In exercising, it is a 
good plan to vary the movements, so as to use 
all of the different sets of muscles. 

Cramps may also be caused by poor circula- 
tion which allows the blood to flow sluggishly 
with the result that the toxins are not properly 
washed out of the muscles. The defective cir- 
culation is generally due to lack of exercise, 
however in the older patient, it may also be 
produced as the result of hardening of the ar- 
teries. The hardened arteries fail to allow the 
blood to flow through them normally and the 
cramp is the expression of the lessened blood 
supply. Cramps due to poor cirulation frequent- 
ly occur in the calves of the legs and in extreme 
cases the spasmodic contraction may be so se- 
vere as to seem to tie the muscles in knots 

Although insufficient exercise is usually the 
cause of cramps in young patients, there is an- 
other type of cramp occurring in athletes who 
are over-trained and have strained the muscles. 
Cramps in the abdominal area may occur with 
swimmers who enter cold water too soon after 
eating, or may be the result of eating some food 
which has disagreed with the patient. The word 
“cramps” used colloquially refers to painful 
menstruation. 


Remember that all cramps are due to some 
neglect of the body: either to wrong food, over- 
work, lack of exercise or faulty elimination. 
Correct diet, rest periods, regular exercise in 
moderation, and avoidance of constipation will 
bring relief in most cases of painful cramps not 
due to arterial hardening. 


When seeking to relieve a painful cramp in 
the leg. try immersing the leg in hot water or 
apply hot towels over the cramped area. A 
Squeezing massage, working the blood toward 
the heart is also of value. In cases of abdominal 
cramps, it is usually advisable to use a warm 
enema and hot applications over the entire lower 
abdomen 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Elizabeth D. writes: 
you please explain broiling to me?” 

ANSWER: Broiling is a wholesome cooking 
method and the principle of broiling is the ex- 
posure of the food to a high temperature at the 
start of the cooking process, after which the 
temperature is reduced during the remainder of 
the cooking period. That type of broiling which 
is done in the even is called “Flame-Broiling” 
and the food to be cooked is placed on the 
broiling rack and then exposed to the direct 
flame. One side of the food is seared under a 
hot flame, the food is then turned and the other 
side seared. The searing process will serve to 
Seal in the juices. After searing on both sides, 
the heat is reduced until the food is cooked to 
the stage desired. Meats are the foods most com- 
monly broiled and broiled steaks, broiled chops, 
fish fillets, and broiled chicken are delicious 
Instead of using the oven method, pan-broiling 
may be employed. To pan-broil a steak. have 
the fire high, the pan hot (without adding 
Srease) and place the meat in the pan, turning 
quickly to sear the other side. After it is well 
seared on both sides, turn down the fire. It 1s a 
good plan to pour off the fat as the cooking pro- 
cess is continued. You will find that it is un- 
necessary to use grease in broffing either in the 
oven pan and if you try to use it, the 
grease employed will give off considerable 
smoke and may impart a burned flavor to the 
food. The length of the cooking time depends 
upon how thick the meat is; for example, a 
thick steak will require a longer cooking period 
and must be turned several times before it is 
done. A thin slice of meat is turned only once. 
A skillful cook learns to use the broiling method 
quite often, pleasing those at the table with a 
food that is done to a crisp turn and which has a 
delicious flavor. 

QUESTION: “Mother” states: “I make a dried 
fruit confection of dates, figs, raisins and nuts, 
all ground together, which the children enjoy 
I would like your opinion as to whethet this 
nature] sweet may be given to youngsters.” 

ANSWER: The dried fruit mixture which 
you prepare may be given to children and may 
be considered wholesome. The fruit sugar will 
provide them with an energy food However, 
the dried fruits are very concentrated foods and 
for this reeson, only # small quantity is neces- 
sary at any one time. Many people figure that 
inasmuch as these fruits are so good for one, 
they will be even better if taken in larger quan- 
tities, when such is not the case. A good rule 
to remember with any concentrated food is to 
use it in reasonable quantities, but not to excess

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

After having been in a state of labor for 
year past over the question of reduced interest 
rates on civic debentures, Mount Edmontonus 
has now been safely delivered of the proverbial 
mouse. 

All members of the City Council having been 
elected on pledges to reduce interest rates, they 
now vote to bind the citizens to continue paying 
the 5, 5%4, 6 and 7 per cent rates, according to 
the strict letter of the bond. Indeed it is a small 
and sickly mouse the mountain has brought 


forth. 


So many Edmonton people have forfeited or 
relinquished their properties in recent years due 
to high taxation that there are 1600 fewer tax- 
payers now than in the year 1929. 

To bolster up an appearance of ability to pay 
interest, an assessment roll of fictitious values 
has been evolved, with properties assessed for 
far more than their market value. Within the 
last month I saw a residence property sold for 
40 per cent of its assessed value. High interest 
rates, high assessment and a high mill rate had 
worked to impose what was virtually a 60 per 
cent capital levy on the property in question. 

A prominent real estate man tells me of a 
property owner who has decided to let the city 
take a property on which he has paid during 
several years, over $130,000 in city taxes. The 
assessment is so high and the mill rate so high 
the owner cannot find an architect who can 
design him a building that could pay taxes and 
a minimum return on the cost of the building. 
The city will lose not only the building which 
cannot be erected, but will cease to draw taxa- 
tion on the vacant land. 

The net assessment of $54,613,000 for last 
year is less than a third of the net assessment of 
1913 when it totalled over $188,000,000. But it 
is still too high to be truthful. A figure of $40,- 
000,000 would be nearer the market value of the 
properties covered by the assessment. 

The situation raises the question as to how 
much longer the taxpayers can afford to grant 
exemptions to $15,000,000 worth of property, 
owned for the most part by wealthy corpora- 
tions, and including the most prosperous single 
commercial business in the entire city—the Gov- 
ernment Liquor Store. 

Under the special condition of affairs in Al- 
berta, whereby unemployment relief keeps in- 
creasing (though decreasing in a]] other prov- 
inces), the city contribution last year was $515,- 
553. The steady yearly increase from the 
$37,000 of 1930 is almost certain to keep on in- 
creasing. Residents in the country have start- 
ed family funds to maintain tired sires and their 
progeny in the city for two years, in order to 
enable them to obtain $80 a month pension for 
life from the Edmonton taxpayers. 


How history repeats itself! During the week 
I came across E. F. Benson's ‘As You Were"’—a 
book of stories of people and things seen from 
the vantage point.of a son of the then Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 

King Edward the Seventh. when Prince of 
Wales, came in for much adverse publicity, 
through being called as a witness in the famous 
Tranby Croft baccarat case. A Guards officer 
had been accused of cheating at cards at a house 
party at Tranby Croft at which the Prince was 
a guest. Though efforts were made to keep the 
matter private, a certain Lady Brook who was 
present, found it hard not to disclose the allur- 
ing secret to a friend in strict confidencewho 
told it to another friend in strict confidence, and 
so on ad. lib., until all England learned of it in 
strict confidence. 

A lawsuit followed in which the Prince was 
called as a witness. The lady is now known to 
fame as “the babbling Brook”. 

Mr. Benson tells how the Prince, smarting at 
attacks in the press and pulpit on conditions of 
society near the Throne, summoned the Arch- 
bishop to Marlborough House. There he charg- 
ed the Archbishop with having instigated the 
cempaign. The Archbishop-——as archbishops do 
—promptly denied having instigated the attacks 
on the Prince or reflected on the conditions of 
society near the Throne. 

Maintaining there is no harm in playing cards 
for money, in itself, the Prince asserted that 
one of the first men he had played with for 
money was Bishop Wilberforce. Said the Prince: 

“Gambling is hateful to me, but playing 

cards for small sums is not gambling. I 

would never try to put down betting. There 

is a natural instinct for betting. Every smzll 
boy in a grocer’s shop puts his sixpence on 
the Derby.” 

Edward felt as very much peeved about the 
Suggestion he had countenanced gambling that 
he followed up the interview by writing the 
Archbishop a letter. In it he referred to the 
“bitter and unjust attacks” the cese had brought 
upon him. The Churches and the Press, he 
said, had a perfect right to cxpress their opin- 
ions. but not “to jump at conclusions regarding 
myself without knowing the facts.” 

Spoken like a Prince! 

The Archbishop's position was a delicate one, 
but he maneged to extricate himself with the 
skill of a trained diplomatist. To the public he 
maintained a policy of masterly silence—though 
to his credit, he spoke his mind freely enough to 
the Prince in private.

A Day in Canadian History 


It is rather a peculiar coincidence 
that the day, February 17, 
which saw the ratification of the 
Anglo-American treaty at Washing- 
}ton which ended the war of 1812, 
| should have also been the day in 
1870 of the death of one of the 
most picturesque figures who ever 
| trod the shores of the St. Lawrence 
river—Bill Johnson, the “pirate of 
jthe Thousand Islands”. That treaty 
| was the prelude to the agreement 
which two years later was to in- 
augurate more than a century of 
peace (may it last forever!) be- 
tween the two countries, except for 
border raiders such as Johnson and 
his like and the Fenians. 

Bill Johnson who caused so much 
trouble on the upper St. Lawrence 
from 1838 to 1840 was the son of

at Three Rivers as they were on 
|their way to Upper Canada. He 
fought for Britain in the war of 
|} 1812, made a good record, but after 
the peace had a row with a serg- 
eant major, was dismissed from the 
militia in disgrace; and from then 
on Bill was an implacable foe of 
Britain and everything British. He 
aided the rebels in and around

NIGHT TEMPERATURE 


QUESTION—One of my neigh- 
bors tells me that he keeps his ther- 
mostat set at 70 degrees day and 
night.

On Flight 


An important point on the 
trans-Canada air mail route, 
signs ef activity in connection 
with the new service which is ex- 
pected to start on July 1 of this 
year, are already seen in Leth- 
bridge. On Dominion Day an air 
service will be inaugurated be- 
tween Vancouver and Winnipeg, 
through Lethbridge and a second- 
ary aerial link will serve Edmon- 
ton and Calgary through Leth- 
bridge. 

The Dominion government radio 
beacon, built in Lethbridge five 
years ago, is again staffed after 
Three em- 
ployees of the signals department 
are at present stationed at the 
Lethbridge plant, while equipment 
is being tested and weather reports 
made.

Under existing regulations in Sas- 
katchewan, there is nothing to pre- 
vent residents of other sections of 
the province from obtaining licenses 
and invading whatever territory 
appears to be a good trapping 
ground, with the result. that resi- 
dents who lay claim to trapping 
privileges by virtue of their resi- 
dence are deprived of their liveli- 


The provisions now contemplated 
by Saskatchewan have been in ef- 
fect in this province since 1935 in 
the large Fort Vermilion and Fort 
Chipewyan trapping areas.
